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SUB J : CONSULTATIONS ON GERMAN UN ENTRY 

SUMMARY. FURTHER QUADRIPARTITE DISCUSSION WITH SOVS JUNE 18 
REVOLVED ALMOST EXCLUSIVELY AROUND QUESTION OF WHETHER THERE 
SHOULD BE SINGLE OR SEPARATE RESES ON FRG AND GDR APPLICATIONS 
FOR UN ENTRY. NO AGREEMENT WAS ACHIEVED; ANOTHER ROUND OF 
CONSULTATIONS HAS BEEN SCHEDULED FOR JUNE 19. FRG REPS WERE 
BRIEFED BY TRIPARTITE REPS BOTH BEFORE AND AFTER MEETING WITH 
SOVS, AND ARE SEEKING FURTHER INSTRUCTIONS FROM BONN ON SINGLE 
RES ISSUE. END SUMMARY. 

1. AT MORNING MEETING OF FOUR WESTERN POWERS ( US- UK FRG- FRANCE), 
FRG REP BLECH ASKED THAT EFFORTS BE CONTINUED TO SEEK AGREEMENT 
WITH SOVS ON A PROCEDURE WHICH WOULD ENSURE SIMULTANEOUS ENTRY 
OF THE TWO GERMAN STATES WITHOUT, IF POSSIBLE, HAVING FORMAL VOTING. 
BEST MEANS OF ACHIEVING THESE ZKEN GOALS WAS SINGLE RES, 
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WHICH WOULD BE UNANIMOUSLY ADOPTED BY BOTH SC AND GA. 

GENTLEMAN' S AGREEMENT PROPOSED ON JUNE 15 BY SOVS, WHEREBY 
GDR WOULD REFRAIN FROM TAKING ITS GA SEAT UNTIL THE VOTE ON 
FRG HAD BEEN COMPLETED WAS A PROCEDURAL COMPROMISE, WHICH DID 
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NOT TAKE INTO ACCOUNT PREVIOUSLY ACHIEVED QUADRIPARTITE 
PRINCIPLE OF SIULTANEOUS ADMISSION OF THE TWO GERMAN STATES. 

ONE NEED NOT REJECT SOV COMPROMISE BUT SHOULD SEEK TO EXPAND 
ON IT, BY ASKING SOVS TO JOIN THREE POWERS IN GA, AS THEY 
HAD PLEDGED TO DO IN SC, IN STEERING THE TWO GERMAN APPLICATIONS 
THROUGH BY A UNANIMOUS CONSENSUS. THREE POWERS AGEED TO MAKE 
A FURTHER PRESENTATION TO SOVS ALONG THESE LINES. 

2. AFTER LISTENING TO WESTERN REPS. PM JUNE 18, SOVS EXPLAINED AGAIN 
WILLINGNESS OF SC PRESIDENT MALIK TO HAVE TWO IDENTICAL SC 
RESES ADOPTED BY SINGLE CONSENSUS VOTE. SOVS REPEATED OFFER 
OF " GENTLEMAN' S AGREEMENT" WHEREBY GDR WOULD REFRAIN FROM 
TAKING GA SEAT UNTIL VOTE IS TAKEN ON FRG APPLICATION, AND 
INSISTED THEIR DESIRE FOR SEPARATE RES IN GA STEMMED SOLEY 
FROM THEIR INTEREST IN HAVING GERMAN APPLICATIONS ACTED UPON 
SMOOTHLY, IN MOST NORMAL FASHION POSSIBLE. SOV REPS NOTED THAT 
1955 WAS LAST TIME COMBINED RES DEVICE WAS USED AND THAT CURRENT 
ACCEPTED PRACTICE WAS " ONE STATE, ONE RES." SINGLE RES 
WOULD STIMULATE OBJECTION BY THOSE WHO DID NOT LIKE ONE OR 
ANOTHER OF THE TWO GERMAN STATES OR WHO DID NOT LIKE BIG POWER 
DICTATION. 

3 . WESTERN POWERS INSISTED THAT SINGLE GA RES, IF SPONSORED 
BY FOUR POWERS AND SECERAL DOZEN OTHER STATES AND APPROVED BY 
FRG AND GDR, WOULD BE PROCEDURE LEAST LIKELY TO STIMULATE 
CONTROVERSY. THOSE STATES WHO WISHED VOTE OR SPEAK AGAINST 
EITHER GDR OR FRG WOULD FIND OPPORTUNITY TO DO SO NO MATTER 
WHAT PROCEDURE WAS DEVISED. SINGLE RES WOULD NEITHER PREVENT 
NOR STIMULTATE TROUBLE. IT WOULD, HOWEVER, ACHIEVE WHAT WE 
WISHED TO ACHIEVE: THE SIULTANEOULS ADMISSION OF 
GDR AND FRG INTO UN. 

4. WHEN IT WAS CLEAR NO AGREEMENT WAS POSSIBLE, SOVS SUGGESTED 
THAT ALL FOUR POWERS SEEK INSTRUCTIONS, AND THAT A FURHTER 
MEETING BE SCHEDULED FOR 10:00 AM, JUNE 19. SOVS EXPLAINED THAT 
MATTER NEEDED TO BE CLEARED UP QUICKLY SO THAT SOVS COULD BEGIN 
BRIEFING OTHER SC MEMBERS ON TIMETABLE FOR SC CONSIDERATION 
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OF GERMAN APPLICATION . WESTERN POWERS AGREED, BUT AT LATER FRG 
REQUEST, HAVE SET MEETING BACK TO AFTERNOON OF JUNE 19. FRG 
REPS WERE BRIEFED IN FULL ON QUADRIPARTITE MEETING, AND ARE 
REQUESTING FURTHER INSTRUCTIONS FROM BONN. 

5. DURING COURSE OF SESSION WITH SOVS, WESTERN POWERS EXCHANGED 
OUTLINES OF STATEMENTS TO BE GIVEN AFTER SC VOTE ON GERMAN 
APPLICATIONS. SOVS WERE TOLD FRENCH WOULD BE PRINCIPAL WESTERN 
SPEAKER, AND WOULD MAKE SHORT REFERENCE TO QUADRIPARTITE 
DECLARATION, WITH WHICH SUBSEQUENT UK AND US SPEAKERS WOULD 
ASSOCIATE THEMSELVES. SOVS EXPRESSED UNHAPPINESS AND SUGGESTED 
THAT WESTERN POWERS REFRAIN FROM MAKING THIS REFERENCE WHICH WAS 
OUT OF PLACE AND MIGHT ANTAGONIZE OTHER SC MEMBERS. THERE 
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WAS SUGGESTION THAT SOVS MIGHT HAVE TO ANSWER WESTERN REMARKS 
ON THIS SUBJ. SOVS CLAIMED THEIR OWN STATEMENT WOULD BE NON- 
CONTROVERSIAL, AND WOULD CONTAIN ONLY THREE ELEMENTS ( A) WELCOME 
TO BOTH NEW MEMBERS ( B) OUTLINE OF SOV- GDR RELATIONS AND ( C) 

IMPORTANCE SOVS ATTACH TO GOOD RELATIONS WITH FRG. FOUR POWERS 
AGREED TO EXCHANGE ACTUAL SPEECH TESTS AT FURTHER MEETING, AM 
JUNE 20.
